of Tennessee. Her husband was for more than a quarter of a century & 
minister of the Methodist church of the Holston Conference, For near 
sixty years she was a member of that church, leading a life of simple 
piety and dying in full faith of a glorious immortality. 





DEATH OF A WELL-KNOWN DOCTOR. Dr. John F, Whitaker (same reference abo’ 

y. John F. Whitaker, @ well-known and highly esteemed citizen 
of this place, died at the Pettey House on Tuesday morning, the 18th 
inst. He retired at 10:30 o'clock on Monday night in apparent good 
health. Soon after attention was attracted to his room by unusual 
deep snoring, and on being entered he was found to be lying under a 
stroke of apoplexy. Restoratives were fruitless - he never regained 
his consciousness, He was about 65 years old, possessed a well-~stored 
mind and pleasant manners. His remains were taken to Mulberry yester= 
day and interred in the old family burying ground. May he rest in 
peace.

DEER HUNT

Iast week Messrs. E.S. Wilson and John Hooper, of Fayetteville, left 
for Elora to take a few days' recreation in hunting deer. When they 
arrived at Elora they found their friends and hunting companions ready . 
Mr. N.A. Hamilton leading the expedition with Nessrs. Joe Brown, Aus- 
tin, Marion Williams, Carroll Williams, Geo. Williams and Geo. Bostic. 
Leaving Elora they traveled west seven or eight miles and struck 
camps, where they met Mr. Joe Bill Powers, Mr. Paine and others, from 
New Market, Ala. After resting the first night on a hill side near a 
very fine spring and sleeping on the ground and round hill side rocks, 
they arose very early next morning, and with some very fine trained 
deer dogs, started into the drives and hunted two days, running sev- 
eral deer, and from the excessive warm weather almost exhausted the 
dogs, After running two days without any success the New Market boys 
became discouraged and returned hone, but the Lincoln countians, unwil: 
ing to give up. the hunt without venison, sent off for fresh dogs by 
lr. Tom Beavers, who soon returned with the well-trained dog, Buck. 
Thursday morning they again started for the drives, with lir. Carroll 
Williams and Ben Griffy, who are experts, to drive. After hunting un- 
til nearly 11 o'clock, it being the last drive, and hearing the drivers 
halloo coming toward the stands, the party was about to despair, when 
the the report of the well-known rifle of Marion Williams, who is a 
dead shot, was heard, There were four large bucks that came up 

within forty or fifty yards of him, he could see only the horns and 
head of one and concluded to shoot at it, and, as he usually does, 
killed one of the largest bucks that run the woods. The balance of

the standers hearing the report started for the spot, and John :Hooper, 
who is a fine shot, on his way to the buck that was killed, saw the re- 
maining three and killed one on the wing. The party met around the 
deer arid after consultation carried them into camp and had an old 
fashioned, good time, ‘Words utterly fail to express the enjoyment.

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OBITUARY OF JOEL BRUCE 
Taken from the Fayetteville Observer October 30, 1884 


Joel Bruce was born in Lincoln Co., Tenn., Oct, 12th, 1820, died..Oct. 
22nd, 1884, aged 64 years and 10 days. He lived a consistent member 
of the M.E. church 2 years, having connected himself with this body 
of Christians in 1860. 


He was married in 1847 to a Miss Moore, who survives him, He. des- 
cended from French ancestry. His grandfather was expelled from 
France by Louis XIV, he came to this country and settled in South 
Carolina, where he raised two boys, Joel and Philip. ‘The elder, Joel, 
emigrated from Carolina and settled in the cane-brakes of Tenn., in 
the county of Lincoln, where he raised a family, all of whom are now 
passed away; save perhaps, his only daughter Nancy, who if living, 
resides in the state of Mississippi. Philip Bruce was never married; 
spent his life in the ministry of the M.E. church, being &@ member 

of the Baltimore Conference. In his age he was superannuated and came 
to this county, and passed the remainder of his days with his brother 
Joel drawing his salary from the Baltimore Conference, 4 hundred 
dollars yearly, which was allowed superannuated preachers. He died 
in 1826, aged 76 years. He and Joel sleep side by side on the banks 
of Bradshaw creek, in the west end of the county, where also rest 

two of Joel' boys, Wormley R. and Joel, the subject of this sketch. 
For the useful, moral, or religious life of Joel Bruce, ask his 
neighbors. "Io those who know thee not, no words can paint, And those 
who know thee, know @11 words are faint."

{HE FIRST MURDER AND EXECUTION IN FAYETTEVILLE 
Taken from the Fayetteville Observer October 16, 1884 


There was in the year 1828, about 400 yards east of the public 
square in Fayetteville on the lot now occupied by Mr. D.C. Hall, 4 
placksmith shop occupied by @ man named McBride; traces of which in ‘ 
the form of bits of iron, the black ashes from the forge, etc., 
remain to this day. On the same side of the street, nearer the Pres- 
pyterian Church, was a shoeshop owned by @ man named McClure, who {1% 
did the cobbling for the village. The two men had been at enmity 
put, through the mediation of mutual friends, the breach had been 
healed, apparently to the satisfaction of poth parties. 


It seems that licClure considered himself the man who had been com- 
promised in the adjustment of the difference, and being of a re- 
sentful spirit, one day in September he placed a shoe knife - which 
py frequent sharpening had been ground down to a fine point - up 

his sleeve, and going to the blacksmith's shop, began to hurl the 
most abusive epithets and invectives at McBride, whom he knew to be 
of a fiery, impetuous temperament. The blacksmith seized a pair of 
tongs that were lying on his anvil end assaulted McClure, who backed 
across the street, but never for an instant ceased his tirade of 
abuse. As soon they had crossed the street, McClure drew his knife 
and before the blacksmith could realize his danger, made a rush at 
him ana cut his throat. McBride fell dead. McClure was arrested and 
placed in jail - a log structure that stood on the southern part of 
the lot now occupied by Mr. H.K, Holman, the present mayor of the 
town,

Although the shoemaker expressed himself at.the time as satisfied 
with the settlement of their quarrel, a murderous intention had taken 
possession of him, and he was only biding his time until the oppor- 
tunity presented itself for him to carry into effect his purpose. He 
had carefully planned his course of action, and taken into considera- 
tion the impetuous nature of McBride. He knew that when he began’ 

to abuse the blacksmith he would be assaulted, without a word in 
reply. He thought that in court he would be regardéd as having 
acted in self-defense and this coupled with the fact that he had 
apparently tried to avert the difficulty by retreating and his public 
statement to the effect that he was satisfied with the settlement of 
their difficulty, would throw the responsibility of the whole affair 
on the murdered man and result in his acquittal. Although he plan- 
ned with a great deal of sagacity the course he would pursue, he had 
failed to cover the moccasin tracks, and contrary to his expectations 
it was proven that’ he had precipitated the quarrel at the black- 
smith shop, the knife at the time being concealed in his sleeve. 

{his and other weighty testimony brought out at the trial, sq clear- 
ly established that it was premediated, McClure was convicted of 
murder in the first degree and sentenced to be hanged. 


An. appeal was taken to the Supreme Court, the principal count in the , 
pill of exceptions being that one of the jurors, Mr. Wm, Neeld, was ‘' 
an Atheist and thereby disqualifed from doing jury service, and that 
any verdict a non-believer in the existence of a God might return was 
null and void in the sight of the law. The Supreme Court affirmed 
the decision of the lower Court, saying in the opinion delivered that 
the juror should have been challenged at the time he was empaneled. 
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The day of execution was fixed for the early Spring of the year 1829. 
That day, as every day in its duly appointed time must do, rolled 
around, and he was taken from the old War Office, which stood about 
the middle of the south side of the public square, by @ local mili- 
tary organization, of which Hon. Geo. W, Jones was a member, that 

had been detailed to guard him to the gallows. On being asked 
whether he desired to walk or ride, McClure said he preferred the 
latter, The military company was then formed into a hollow square and 
the condemed man placed in it. He was particular about the shroud, 
which he wore to the place of execution, and as the day was ary and 
the streets dusty he gathered it in his hands and held it up, as 4 
lady does her dress, to keep it from becoming soiled, On arriving 

at the scaffold, he mounted it with a firm tread, took his stand on 
the trap-door, the noose was adjusted, and while the air was redolent 
with the melody of birds and ladened with the perfumed breath of wild 
flowers and all nature was blithe and gay, he was hurled into eter- 
nity to be confronted at the bar of a Higher Tribunal by the spirit 
of the man whom he had murdered. 3 


He was hung near the Stone Bridge across Elk river. The road did 
not run then as now, The street that now crosses the east side of 
the square, continued in 4 straight line to about the centre of the 
“Ferry Field," when it took a south-west direction to the mill, and 
striking the river about where the bridge now stands, and he was 
hung just to the right of this road. A tree had grown up with a

slight inclination for several feet, when it made a turn and grew 
parallel with the ground for about two feet, forming an elbow, when 
it made another turn and grew straight up. 4n upright post, of the 
same height as this parallel part from the ground, had been set at 
the proper distance from the tree, and @ cross piece fastened to the 
post and elbow, and under this was puilt a scaffold with 4@ trap- 
door in it, His limbs were pinioned, the plack cap drawn over his 
face, the rope placed around his neck and every one nad descended 
from the scaffold, leaving the doomed man standing atone. The 
sheriff took hold of the cord attached to the trigger, told McClure 
he had five minutes more left in which to live, immediately pulled 
the cord and he shot through the opening with the speed of thought. 
The tree for many years after was dreaded and shunned by boys, and - 
when they had to go to mill they were very particular to get by 

it on the return home before nightfall.

daughter, were leaving this place to attend the reunion of the Hobbs 
prothers, at the residence of ir. W.A. Hobbs, of Moore county. The 
occasion exceeded our expectations. Very few gatherings of this 
kind equal it. ‘The number of guests was fairly estimated at nine 
hundred. As one after another arrived and looked down the long 
line of broiling promises, under the special charge of Mr, Jesse 
Hobbs, the famous barbecue man, a pleasant smile parted the lips 
and the eye said, "This is glorious." “ywenty-three hogs, and six 
sheep, neatly dressed, were cooked and deliciously seasoned and 
spread on the tpestal board," and a kind invitation extended to 
all. 


At eleven o'clock the assembly was called to religious services by 
Rev. @.H. Woodard. His sermon was well suited to the occasion and 
very interesting and instructive. Good and lasting impressions 
were doubtless made in the right direction. 


When noon arrived every preparation for dinner had been completed. 
{pe tables in every particular was more than equal to the demands 
of the occasion. 


The Hobbs brothers are eight in number, put one, for an unknown 
reason was absent. ‘The youngest is 52 years old, the oldest 71. 
Immediately after dimmer ir. John F, Baxter, by mony requests, 
called them together, and, in a very pleasant manner, gave them a 
formal introduction to the entire assembly. Mr. Baxter knows how 
to "tickle" people with such introductions. While they were in 
this attitude, Rev. T.H. Woodard came forward with presents for 
them, and it is generally thought that he did himself much credit 
in the presentation of them.

At two o'clock the assembly dispersed. The brothers enjoyed the 
night together. Their bed, 4s is usual on such occasions, was & 
"pallet" made upon the floor, large enough for eight persons, 
They sleep thus as a pleasant reminder of childhood days. 


The annual reunion of the Brothers originated many years ago. Their 
father, for many years before his death, called them all together 
once a year and "barbecued" a pig or lamb, Their reunions then 
were strictly. family reunions, such as the poet meant when he 
said, 

"We are all here; 

Father, mother, brother, sister, 

And who Hold each other dear." 


This last reunion was the most extensive they have ever enjoyed;

DEATH OF HON. GEORGE W. JONES 
Taken from the Fayetteville Observer November 20, 1884 


On Friday morning, at 12:30 o'clock, the spirit of this widely 
known and honored statesman bade farewell to the earth at the re- 
sidence of Mr. W.N. Wright. He was taken sick with pneumonia on 
Wednesday, the 5th, and gradually sank until death relieved his 
sufferings. He was born in King and Queen county, Virginia, March 
15th, 1806, During his youth he came to Fayetteville from Giles 
county, whither his father had removed, and made this his home for 
more than sixty years. When a boy he was appenticed to the. saddler's 
trade, and he performed the duties assigned him with fidelity. On 
attaining his majority he became a partner of Mr. John T. Morgan, 
in the same business. The firm continued until Mr. Jones was 
appointed and qualified as Deputy County Clerk, which position he 
held until elected County Court Clerk to fill a vacancy occasioned 
by the death of the incumbent, Mr. Charles Boyles. He was elected, 
also, a Justice of the Peace and served some time, From 1835 to 
1842 he was elected three times to the Tennessee Legislature. - 
twice to the House and once to the Senate, In 1843 he was elected 
to the popular branch of Congress, and filled that position by 
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repeated reelections for:16 years. When the late civil war began he 
was a Union man to the extent of opposing secession, put when Tenne- 
ssee seceded he felt his first allegiance was to his State. In 
November, 1861, he was elected to the Confederate Congress and took 
his seat in that body in Richmond, Virginia. When the term for 
which he had been elected expired, the district that he represented 
was within the Federal lines, and he retired from public life to 

the home of a friend in North Carolina, until the war ended. In 
1869 he was elected a member of the Convention which met in 1870 

to revise the Constitution of Tennessee, and it is directly attri- 
vutable to him that a clause was inserted denying the State the 
right. of issuing bonds for any purpose whatever, except as might be 
necessary in compromising those then outstanding. In 1871 he was 
appointed by the Governor 4 trustee of the State Hospital for the 
Insane, which position he held, py reappointments, until his death. 
...(2wo paragraphs containing little data, except that he never 

did marry.) 


The glorious privileges afforded by our form of government to pen— 
niless, ambitious young men who are endowed with that Divine spark, 
a resolution to rise from their obscure stations and achieve dis- 
tinction, is amply illustrated in Mr, Jones! life. During his boy~- 
hood this section was thinly settled and the school facilities, at 
pest, were of a mean character, and he was forced to rely on his 
native resources, and the knowledge he acquired was, of neccesity, 
mainly of his own procurement.... 


...ehis constituents kept him rising in the scale until he was placed 
inthe United States Congress, where by his zealous maintenance of 
everything that would redound to the good of the country and his un- 
swerving opposition to every measure requiring an appropriation for 
which there would not be an adequate return for the amount of money 
invested, gained for him the distinction of the "Watch-dog of the 
Treasury," a name of which he was justly proud... 


In an exhaustive article on Mr. Jones' career in the Washville 
American occurs the following: "In 1878, at the request of the 
family and immediate friends of the late ex-President Andrew John- 
gon, he delivered the oration at the unveiling of the monument 
erected to his memory at Greeneville, Tenn. His intimate personal 
relations and political affliations with that distinguished man 
eminently qualified him to review his remarkable career and analyze 
his public character and vindicate his place in history, and the 
task was done in a manner befitting the theme..."

THE MCMILLINS

There is no doubt that my Wright and McMillin ancestors lived in LCL 
at one time. ‘They have been extrememly difficult to track down and 
proving their background and relationships is challenging. 


Joseph Jesserson McHillin and Susan Catherine 'Kit' Wright were mar- 
ried in 1866 in Tippah Co., MS. They were 'second cousins! (Tippah 
County, Court Case No. 153, 1871). ‘Therein lies the big question. 
How were they second cousins? In comman usage what does the term 
second cousin mean? It should refer to the kinship between children 
of first cousins. In the area where I live however, it usually means 
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the kinship between one person and a child of that person's first 
cousin. ; . 


Joseph J. McMillin was born in Lincoln County, Tennessee in 1826 and 
came to ippah Co., MS with his family by 1845. . ‘Susan Catherine or 
Kit Wright was born in Marshall co., MS in 1836 and came with her 
family to Yippah Co. ca. 1844. She was married first to Jesse Byrd, 
a native of Alabama who died in the Civil War. 


MeMillin/MeMillins/MciMillen 


Joseph Jefferson Mcilillin's death certificate gives Lincoln Co., TN 
as his place of birth and his parents as Joseph MeMillin and Jane 


Research proved my Joseph Mcilillin, father of Joe (J.dJ.), to be the 
son of William HMcMillin/NeMullin/iiclullen and wife, Martha, of LCY. 
William was in the Williamson Co., ‘tN tax records 1800-13, with land 
on Hays Creek which he purchased in 1804 and sold in’'1811. William 
MeMullin, evidently the same man, is listed in LC? county court 
records as early as 1810, His deedSin LCI are dated 1814-16 in the 
Swan Creek area, He died in LCL before 8 Nov. 1817 when his will was 
probated, ‘There are several questions concerning this. Did he move 
from Hays Creek in present Williamson Co. to the Swan Creek area of 
LCr? Or was he living in what is present LCI all of that time? A 
map of IN counties in 1806 giving boundaries from "Scott's Laws" 
shows present day Bedford and LCT included in Williamson Co. ‘here is 


a Hays Creek in present day Williamson Co. and a Hays branch shows on 
a present day map of LCT. 5 


William McMillin named his wife, Martha, and the following children 
gi3in his will dated 18 Apr. 1815: John; James; William; Nancy, wife 
of Jacob Wright; Thomas; andrew; Sarah, wife of Edmund Chitwood; Jane SC? 
wife of Jonathan Groce; Mary 'Polly!, wife. of Hugh Pinkston; Martha 
'Patsy', wife of Gilbert Marshall. ‘The McMillin sons, Jacob Wright, 
the Chitwood family and the Marshall family were in the Williamson 
county records between 1800 and 1813. Hugh Pinkston and Gilbert Mar- 
shall were in the 1820 Williamson Co. gensus while most of the Mc- 
Willins and Jacob Wright were in LC? in 1820. ‘This is one of the 
reasons to believe the Mcllillins moved from Williamson to Lev, 

Martha McMillin died by June 21, 1828, LCT and named the same 


_ children in her will. Marriages for some of the McMillin children 
were recorded in Williamson Co.

Joseph Mcilillin is believed the Joseph W. Mullins, who married Jane 
Wright in 1807. Williamson Co. Bondsman was Dennis Wright, an impor- 
tant clue to this family. “he marriage records from that period 
at the Williamson Co. courthouse, Franklin, were all copied in the 
same handwritin , from some other source.

Tradition says Nathaniel H., my 1st Pippah Co., MS Wright ancestor, 
was born near * Frankfort, KY. Son or grandson of another Nathaniel 
and his wife, Miss Brown, they were supposedly from near London, Eng. 
and went to Harrisburg, PA and on to KY. His wife was said to be 4 
Miss Crunk and they moved to Bolivar, Hardeman Co., TN and on to Tip- 
pah Co., HS. A brother, Dennis Wright, was the only other relative 
mentioned. 


Facts and Questions: 

Nathaniel H(arris?) Wright was born in KY, but he was evidently mar- 
ried in LCT about 1824. His wife was net a Crunk, put Dorothy Blair. 
Dolly Blair Wright, born about 1807 in GA (?Franklin Co.), was the 
daughter of George Blair and wife Mary, who came to LCT by about 1815. 
Proof of this is by the 'Power of Attorney! granted by N.H. Wright 
and wife, Dorothy Slair Wright, of Calloway Co., KY to William John~- 
son of LCT in 1833 (LCT Deeds). Who was Nathaniel's father? Elijah 
Wright shown on the 1820 census of LCT is the only Wright with sons 
the age to fit N.H. with the exception of Jacob Wright. Jacob and 
Nancy McMillin Wright's sons have been identified through Bible re- 
cords and Jacob's will, N.H. is not one of ‘them. fhere is an Elijah 
Wright on the 1830 Calloway Co., KY census near N.H., who was per- 
haps the same one in TN in 1820. Elijah lived next to Joseph eMil- 
lin in 1820, Was Joseph's wife, Jane (Wright), a sister to Elijah? 
Was Dennis Wright (bondsman for Jane) their brother or father? 


Yhere is also a problem with the two Jacob Wrights in the 1820 Lc? 
census. One is really a little too old to be the husband of Nancy 
(birth and death dates from gravestone.) ‘he other one is @ little 
too old to be the son of Nancy and Jacob, Was the older one the 
Jacob listed on the Williamson Co. tax records and the Jacob, who mar- 
ried Nancy McMillin his son? 


Nathaniel H. Wright and Vorothy Blair had the following children: 
(1) Abner Buairy porn 1825, Ti and married about 1647, Mary Ann 
Pollock; (2) George Washington born Feb. 1830, Lc? (from obit) and 
married first, Rachel A. Craig, second, Sarah Caroline Jackson; (3) 
William C. born in 1832 in KY (Calloway Co.) and married Mary Ann 
Jackson; (4) Susan Catherine born 1836 Marshall Co., NS and married 
first, Jesse Byrd, second, Joseph Jefferson McMillin; (5) Nartha. 
ayn born 1842 1i$ and married Thomas Franklin Rutherford; (6) an un- 
named daughter born and died about 1830. These children all married 
in Tippah Co., MS and their families are, for the most part, well 
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(Cont'd Wright Family) 
documented. 


Since Nathaniel H. Wright was born in KY ca 1801, a search of KY re- 
cords of that period was needed. Mercer Co. land and tax records for 
1789-1800 show a Dennis Wright and list an Elijah in 1800. An Oba- 
diah Wright was there in this period also. Dennis Wright is shown in 
Maury Co., IN by 1807-1809. The 1811 tax list shows Elijah Wright. 
Was this a poll tax? If Dennis was the father of Elijah, he would 
perhaps have been over 51 years of age and not listed in a poll tax. 
Tn the 1820 LCT census Dennis and his wife are both over 45 years of 
age (no children) and he drops, perhaps died, from the LCT records 
about 1824. Were these the same people shown in Mercer Co., KX? 


It is likely, but not conclusively proved, that Elijah Wright of the 
1820 LCT is the father of Nathaniel H. Wright. He was in LCT from 
1813 through 1829. (land deeds) and in Calloway Co., KY in the 1830 
census. Nothing is known of him after that time, He perhaps died 
there before Dec. 1832 when N.H. Wright signed consent as guardian 
for Mary Wright to marry John C. Drennon. Mary may have been his 
sister as she came to Tippah Co., MS and lived near him in 1850. 


Was Jacob Wright, born 1774 vA, died 1867 LCT related to Dennis, 
Elijah or Jane, wife of Joseph McMillin? Jacob is given as 4 witness 
to several deeds of Elijah Wright 1617-1829. Could this mean a re- 
lationship, other than his connection to the McMillin family, or 

were they all just neighbors? And which one of the Jacob Wrights 
signed these deeds? Maybe both? In spite of all the available data 


on, the Jacob Wright family none of the descendants have been able to 
elp. 


Was Sally Wright who married Francis wyatt in Maury Co., TN in 1809 
related to the others? Francis. Wyatt was also @ witness to deeds of 
Dennis and Elijah Wright. He drops from the TN records after the 
1820 LCT census. 


I would like to think that Jane, Sally and Elijeh were all children 
of Dennis Wright. There is no real proof and in addition there is 
evidence that Jane's given name was Sarah Jane. It is unlikely that 
sisters would be named Sarah and Sally as Sally is used as @ nick- 
name for Sarah, Jane Wright McMillin's gravestone, located in a shed 
on the McMillin family farm near Falkner, MS says: "Sarah Jane Mc- 
Millin died 15 Oct. 1866". ‘he story is that Grandpa (her son, Joe) 
just forgot the exact location of her grave in Pogue Cemetery and 
never placed the marker there. Jane McMillin and Jacob Wright were 
poth born in Virginia. The birthplace of Dennis, Elijah and Sally 
has not been established. : 


There were at least three other families in LCT who were likely re- 
lated to the Weigh ’s already mentioned. ‘he first is ira Crunk whose 
wife was Jemima Ann Wright. This would probably account for the con- 
fusion concerning the Crunk surname, Jemima was born 1799 in KY and 
is believed 2 sister or other relative of N.H. Wright, Ira did not 
take his family to Calloway Co., KY in 1830 but was in the Marshall 
Co., MS census of 1840 and the Pippah Co., HS census of 1850, living 
near N.H. Wright in both places. he Crunks moved with other Tippah 
Co. families to the Martindale Caldwell Co., TX area about 1853. A 
descendant states that Jemima was 4 Wright, but nothing else is known. 
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The second is Soloman Wright, who was age 26-45 in the 1820 census of 
LCE, Although I know nothing else of him. it is my theory that my 
Wright ancestors will prove to include a Soloman and a Nathaniel in 
Maryland and Virginia. 


The third is Catherine Wright who married Newberry James in 1840 in 
LCT and was living near N.H. Wright on the 1850 Tippah Co., MS census. 
This James family went to Boone Co., Ark. before 1860. Catherine's 
parents are said to be Lafavel Wright and Janett Harris and that she 
was orphaned quite young, moving to Holly Springs (Marshall Co.), MS 
with a sister. If she went to MS she was back in LCT when she mar- 
ried, There were other James families who had moved from Lef to Tip- 
pah Co., MS 
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OTHER WRIGHTS OF INTEREST 


There were other Wright families in the 1830 Calloway Co., KY census 
and several Wright marriages are recorded there 1829-1835. No Wrights 
show on the 1840 census index for Calloway Co. Of particular interest 
in the 1830 Calloway census’ is Dennis Wright, perhaps a brother of 
N.H. Wright. His household included 1 m =5, 1m 5-10, 1 m 20-30 and 

1 f 20-30. ; . 


The 1838, 1839 and 1840 tax lists for Tippah Co., MS show a Dennis 
Wright. The 1840 census lists him with 1 m -5, 1 m 5-10, 2 m 10-15, 
1m 30-40, 1 f -5, 1 f 30-40.* Is this the same fonts The 1841 
state census for MS shows Dennis Wright 5 males and 4. females in Tip- 
pah Co, The names on the same page suggest that he lived in the 
general area in which N.H. Wright settled about 1844. However Dennis 
Wright is not listed in 1845 nor 1850 in Tippah Co., and there are no 
land records in his name in the county.

In the 1850 census of Tippah Co., we find another Wright born in KY. 
He was Joseph Wright age 56. No other record has peen found on his 
family. His children were all born in’Tennessee including: the young- 
est, 9 year old Joseph. It was thought he was the same Joseph H. 
Wright, who married Frances Meeks Hopper in 1867 in Tippah Co..-A 
recent request for help in finding his parents states that he served 
in the Civil War from LCT and that the 1900 census gives his birth- 
date as Sept. 1829, This means that he is not the 9 year old of the 
1850. census. He was living in Fayette Co,, TN in 1880 with his 
"sister-in-law", Julia James. Who was she? Her age does not fit the 
Julia 'Jemima' McMillin, who married A, James. Who was this Joseph ?
